KEEL LAID FOB CRUISER, 


Philadlplhia, Pa,, July 26, — The 


keel of the armored cruiser Pennsyl- 
vania, the first vessel of the new 
navy to be named after the state in 
which nearly all the more modern 
vessels -v^ere built, has been laiJ at 
the yard of the Wm. Cramp Ship and 
Engine Building company. The ciuU 
ser will have speed second only to the 
Variag, the Kussian. ciuiser, and vhe 
fastest afloat. A sister sfhip to the 
Pennsylvania, the armored cruiser 
Colorado, will be built later by the 
Cramps. OBy a recent decision of the 
navy department the* two vessels con- 
structed are to be alike although at 
first it was intend'ed that the Penn- 
sylvania, unlike the Colorado, sihould 
be sheathed with wood and copper. 
Both vessels are armored cruisers 
with two nine-inch, barbette turrets 
and two military masts. The general 
dimensions'are: Length on the water 
line, 5Q£ feet;-extreme beam, 69 feet 
6 inches; and main draft, 24 fetet, 6 
inches. The displacement is1 13,680 
tons.

and complete, as requested by the 
officer at whose instance it is con- 
vened, the leport should show the 
conclusions reached upon certain 
points to which attention is specifical- 
ly directed, as follows:

the events of the Santiago campaign, 


"2. The circumstances attending, 


the reasons controlling, and the pro- 
priety of the movements of the "fly- 
ing squadron" off Cienfuegosi in May, 
1898. 


"3; The circumstances attending, 


the reasons controlling, and the pro- 
priety of the movements of the said 
squadron in proceeding from Cien- 
fuegos to Santiago. 


•"4. The circumstances attending 


the arrival of the "flying squadron" 
off Santiago, the reasons for its retro- 
grade turn westward and departure 
from off Santiago, and the propriety 
thereof.

MACHINE WOUKS. 


A. I). Craig, for many years a pas- 


senger brakeman on the Pennsyl- 
vania road, has resigned that position 
and on Monday next will assume 
charge of the OJickneU (Ind.) News, 
which he has purchased* Bicknell is 
a town of 1,500 population in Knox 
county, and is near Vincennes. The 
present is not Mr, Craig's first ven- 
ture in the newspaper field, although 
many of Mr. Craig's friends; are not 
aware of the fact. 'Mr. Craig was at 
•one time in charge of the Butler 
(Ohio) Enterprise and also was con- 
nected with Belleville and Mansfield 
papers. He has been for many years 
a correspondent of several metropoli- 
tan papers and a/t the present time is 
correspondent for Columbus, Cincin- 
nati and Pittsiburg papers. Mr. Craig 
came to Fort Wayne iu 1879 and en- 
tered the service of the Pennsylvania 
company as a freight 
brakeman. 


Later he was city yardmaster for the 
company, which position he held for 
seven years, resigning to accept a 
foremanship in the factory of IMiine- 
smith & Simonson 
OIL January 1, 


1888. Mr. Craig again entered the 
service of the Pennsylvania company 
and has? been a passengeer brakeman 
up to the present time. But it is as 
a Sunday school worker that Mr. 
Craig is best known tc the -people of 
Port Wayne and Allen comity, being 
connected with religious work for 
fifteen years. He is a trustee of the 
Calvary IT. B. church, has1 been a 
member of the board of management 
of the It. 'B. Y, M. C. A. for fourteen 
years and for nine years he has- been 
superintendent of the Allen County 
Sunday School association, in which 
capacity he (has traveled many times 
over the county giving assistance to 
various Sunday schools, beside^ help- 
ing religious' workers) in adjoining 
counties. 
In 1898 Mr. 'Craig was 


elected a delegate to represent the Al- 
len County association <at the World's 
Sunday school convention in London, 
England, and upon his Ttura he gave 
many descriptive lectures at teligkms 
gatherings of the things1 he had seen 
oil the trip and while 'across the 
ocean. A short time ago 'Mr. Craig 
told The Sentinel reporter that he had 
spoken in every Protestant church in 
Allen county, with the pos-sdble ex- 
ception of four or five. During one 
year Mr. (Craig, in. this capacity of 
Sunday school superintendent, 
had 


traveled nearly 1,400 miles, had 
visited <seventy-jeight Sunday schools 
and made fifty-six addresses to Sun- 
day schools, having been in atten- 
dance at twenty-six Sunday school 
conventions. 


Pittsburg began this morning. Pitts- 
burg councils have not 'squeezed' the 
Wabasfc, and it will not be 'squeezed.'

County Health Officer Proegler has 


carried his point and compelled 
strict observance of the health laws 
up in DeKalb county. A telephone 
message from Coroner Bowman, of St. 
Joe, today brings the information 
that the remains o£ Charles Camp- 
bell, recently buried at Garrett, had 
seen, disinterred, subjected to official 
examination and that the coroner 
would issue the proper certificate on 
which the burial permit mig-'nt be 
given. 


It will be recalled that Campbell 


died a week or two ago in this county 


and that an undertaker from Garrett 
took the remains to DeKalb county 
without a proper certificate authoriz- 
ing the burial. A Oarratt physician 
then issued the permit and the inci- 
dent was presumed to bo closed. The 
proceeding was not in accordance 
with the state health laws, however, 
and the Allen county officers took up 
tho matter. Coroner Barnett went to 
Garrett, and later Dr. Proegler held a 
telephonic conference- with Coroner 
Bowman, of DeKalb county. The au- 
thorities were slow about righting 
matters, however, and two days ago 
Dr. Proegler notified them that un- 
less the law was complied with in- 
side of forty-eight hours he would in- 
stitute legal proceedings against 
them. This had the desired effect, 
and Dr. Proegler expects to receive 
the papers in the case tomorrow.

A WAY TO DO SOMETHING. 


The meeting of citizens with the 


waterworks trustees, members of tha 
city council and .other officers of the 
city government tonight ought to 
bring forth a frank 
exchange of 


views of the water situation. The 
subject offers -a wide range for specu- 
!:.'.:v:- discussion of the water ques- 


L'.xi, tai. we believe more good will 
cor.u out of a free examination of 
known facts than otherwise. Perhaps 
a committee of citizens selected for 
the purpose could elicit something 
new and something beneficial by a 
searching investigation of the entire 
water supply problem. 


The purpose of the meeting being 


to aid in some conclusion as to what 
will be best to do to settle this long- 
vexed question, the logical .thing 'to 
do must be to acquire a thorough 
knowledge of present conditions to- 
gether with clear a understanding of 
what has been done heretofore to re- 
lieve the city of this annual water 
distress, what is known of the nature 
of the water fields, methods of ad- 
ministration of the waterworks de- 
partment, records of the waterworks: 


engineer,, the tests with the air-lift 
system aiid other matters related, to 
the- general question of the Fort 
Wayne public water supply. 


Such a committee in a short time 


could qualify itself to enlighten the 
people and counsel the waterworks 
officials. At present nearly every 
citizen has some abstract opinion of 
the water question. Not many have 
beliefs- based on the knowledge thai 
can come only from a severe personal 
investigation. Different views as to 
the best way to get plenty of good 
water.are likely to be expressed at 
tonight's meeting. Such differences 
can only result finally in confusion.

the discretion of the court to make 
its examination into this matter full 
and complete, as requested by the 
officer at whose instance it is con- 
vened, the report should show the 
conclusions reached upon certain 
points to which attention is specifical- 
ly directed, as follows: 


"1. His conduct in connection with 


the events of the Santiago campaign. 


"2. The circumstances attending, 


the reasons controlling, and the pi'j- 
priety of the movements of the "fly- 
ing squadron'' off Cienfuegoa in May, 
1808. 


"3. The circumstances attending, 


the reasons controlling, and the pro- 
priety of the movements of the said 
squadron in proceeding from Cien- 
fuegos to Santiago. 


"4. The circumstances attending 


the arrival of the "flying squadron" 
off Santiago, the reasons for its retro- 
grade turn westward and departure 
from off Santiago, and the propriety 
thereof. 


"3. The circumstances attending 


and the reasons for the disobedience 
by Commodore Schley of the orders 
of the department contained in its 
dispatch dated May 25, 1808, anl 
the propriety of his cor.duct in tho 
premises.

vania road, has resigned that position 
and on Monday next will assume 
charge of 'the Bicknell (Ind,) News 
which he has purchased. Bicknell Is 
a town of 1,500 population in Knox 
county, and is near Vincennes. The 
present is not Mr. Craig's first ven 
lure in the newspaper field, although 
many of Mr. Craig's friends are not 
aware of the fact. 'Mr. Craig was ut 
one time in charge of the Butler 
(Ohio) Enterprise and also was con- 
nected, with Belleville and Mansfield 
papers. He has bsen for many years 
a cor res-pond en t of several metropoli- 
tan papers and at the present time is 
correspondent for Columbus, Cincin- 
nati and Pittsburg papers. Mr. Craig 
came to Fort Wayne in. 1879 and en- 
tered the service of the Pennsylvania 
company 
as a freight 
brakeman. 


Later he was city yardmaster for the 
company, which position, he held for 
seven years, resigning to accept a 
foreraanship in the factory of Bhine- 
smith & Simonson 
on January 1, 


1888. Tffr. Craig again, entered the 
service of the Pennsylvania company 
and has been a passengeer -brakenum 
up to tihe present time. But it is as 
a Sunday school 
worker 
that Mr. 


Craig as best known tc the people of 
Fort Wayne and Allen, county, being 
connected with religious work for 
fifteen years. He is a trustee of the 
Calvary IT. B. church, 'has been a 
member of the board of (management 
of the B. B. T. M. C. A. for fourteen 
years and for nine years he has been 
superintendent of the Allen County 
Sunday School association, in which 
capacity ho ihas traveled many times 
over -the county giving assistance to 
various Sunday schools, 'besides help- 
ing- religious workers in adjoining 
counties.
